LONDON, June 13—-Canadian troops in what the British official 
statement describes as a gallant and successful assault southeast: of 
Zillebeke, recaptured a former British position over a front of more 
than 1,500 yards, Notwithstanding a severe shelling, the Canadians 
retained the ground gained, which is being consolidated. 


The text of the statement reads: 

“At 1:30 in the morning the Cana- 
dian troops made a gallant and suc- 
cessful assault southeast of Zillebeke. 
Their objective was our old positio® 
in that neighborhood, all of which was 
captured son front attacked. extend- 
ing from’ the southern portion of 
Sanctuary wood to a point about 1,- 
000 yards north of Hill 60, a total 
front of over 1,500 yards. 

“tn the course of the assault heavy 
losses were inflicted on the enemy, 
und three officers and 123 men were 
taken prisoner. 

“Our troops were subjected to a se- 
vere shelling for several hours after 
gaining the position, but were well 
supported by our artillory and retain- 
ed the ground gained, which is being 
consolidated. eavy bombardments 
by the enemy herve continued during 
the day, to which our artitlery replied 
effectively. 

“Attempts of the hostile infantry to 
counter attack were frustrated by our 
artillery fire. 

“Last night our troops carried out 
successful raids northeast of Ypres 
und south of the Bois Grenier. At 
the latter place a party of Australian 
troops entered the enemy's trenches, 
causing him a known loss of twelve 
killed ang probably others, and cap- 
curing six prisoners. Two trench mor- 
lars were destroyea., The raiding par- 
ty returned safo)y,. the only. cagualti 
being one officer and one man, both 
slightly wounded. 

“On the remainder of the front 
there is nothing of importance to, re- 
port. The enemy put’ 800 shells Mto 
Maricourt during the day. Our ar- 


tillery bombarded hostile | positions 
about La Boisselle. 
“There was less shelling than usual 


around Souchesz and the Loos salient.” 


ITALIANS CAPTURE 
AUSTRIAN POSITIONS 


ROME, June 13.—In the Lagarina 
Valley of the Austro-Italiun theatre, 
the Italians have taken by assault 
strong Austrian positions and repuls- 
ed heavy counter attacks launched by 
the Austrians. On the Posina-Astico 
front the Austrians penetrated Molis- 
ini, but were later driven out and in 
the Sugana Vallicy they met with re- 
pulse with considerable losses in an 
attempt to advance east of the Mauso 
torrent.

Two sts of casualties were issued 
by the departinent of militia yester- 
day containing in all 692 casualties 
from the battle of June 2 and 3 at 
Sanctuary Wood, on the Ypres salient. 
In addition to these lists, cables to 
Major-Gen, Sir Sam Hughes report 14 
additional officer casualties, which 
brings the total of officers killed, 
wounded and missing, up to 309, 

The first official casualty list, issued 
at 6 o'clock yesterday, contained 364 
reports, Of these, 11 were reported 
us killed in action, tive dead of wounds 
une dead of sickness, one missing, 
three seriously and two .dangerously 
il, six suffering from shock, and 336 
wounded. 

In the midnight list, which  con- 
tained 328 reports, 20 werg reported 
killed in action, twelve dead of wounds 
one dead of sickness, sixteen missing, 
two seriously ill, one wourded arid 
missing, two admitted to hospital, one 
previously reported missing now killed 
in action, one previously reported 
missing now returned to duty and 268 
wounded.

Dr. Pringle Wag One of the 


Most Interesting of the 
Debaters

WINNIPEG, June 13 — Sixteen 
separate speeches on the Union ques- 
tion were made at the meeting of the 
General Assembly voday in the three 
sessions which were held, and at half- 
past ten in the evening the body ad- 


journed Mbt: taking any action, A 
number of delegates must leave for 
their homes tomorrow afternoon and 
it js desired that this momentous de- 
cision should be made while the at- 
tendance is the largest. 

At the morning session, Rev. Dr. 
a) bag Scott completed his speech 
which he began on Monday, and was 
followed by Rev. Dr. Clay, of Victoria. 
President Falconer then secured the 
eye of the moderator to present a 
propostion, differing sli tly from that 
of the friends of union, his object 
being to take some kind of a middle 
course between the unionists and anti- 
unionists. Hia motion was seconded 
by Rev, Dr. John Pringle. Profcssor 
Eallantyne, of Knox'Co'lege, and Rey. 
Dr. Herridge, of Ottawa, also present- 
ed a proposal differing only slightly 
from ees oe oe a Meerer 3 
were, Be ‘plans. 
before tiie assembly for consideration. 

Dr. Pringle Intcrests. 

Rev. Dr. John Pringle undoubtedly 
interested the assembly more than any 
other speaker of the day. Ho spoke 
of the union effected in 1875, and said 
that the union of the present time 
would be easier than that .of the 
earlier date. The union of 1875 was 
a reunion of churches which had been 
separated by a quarrel, and when the 
ministers met to reunite they saw the 
old issue; In the present case nothing 
of this kind intervened. Dr. Pringle 
also referred to the very fine impres- 
sion made on the assembly by the 
visit of the fraternal delegates of the 
Methodist Church, Rey. Principal Eber 
Crummy and Sir James Atkins, 

President Falconer said that the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada must 
follow the gleam. It must follow the 
vision. He said that there was a great 
wish in the world for the reunion of 
Christendom, and that the present 
union was a step in that direction. He 
said that there was some danjer in 
the future of a break between the east 
and the west, and that in this matter 
of church union the east would do 
well to listen to the voice of the west. 

Should Have Been Made in 1912. 

Hon. W. R. Motherwell said that the 
decision for union should have been 
made in Edmonton in 1912, and that 
the arsembly should nover have put 
the bitterest opponents of union on 
the union committee. He announced 
tbat he would move an amendment to 
the effect that union must be consum- 
mated in two years even if the war 
was still on, 

Harry Bell, of Namao, Alberta, con- 
vulsed the assembly with a number of 
witty sallies. Mr. Bell is a well-known 
farmer an elder of the church. Other 
speakers of the evening were Rev. W. 
G. Brown, of Red Deer; James Rodger, 
of Montreal, and Rev. Rupert Stewart, 
of Edmonton,

the credit will be paid by the bor- 
rowers in dollars in this tentre. The 
Russian government extends to the 
American group an additional option 
to purchase at any time within three 
years 5% per cent. five-year imperial 
Russian government bonds ai 94%, 
less a commission, the bonds to run 
for five years, principal and interest 
also payable here. Should this option 
be exercised the purchase price will 
be paid with a double credit at the rate 
of three roubles for a dollar, 
According to the Ameri bankers 
the advantage of the plan entered in- 
to Hes the possibility of la ex- 
change profiis during the lifetime of 
the loan. The rate of rouble exc 
in New York at this time is about 31 
cents, as against normal 
about 61 cente, which»

THINGS SPIRITUAL AND UNSEEN 
ARE ENDANGERED BY ENEMIES 


Not Merely Question of Integrity of Great Britain is Involved, Says 
Mrs, Emmeline Pankhurst in Eloquent Patriotic Address 
Before Immense Audience at McDougall 
Methodist Oburch. 


By special request Mrs, Pank- 
hurst will speak again in the Mc- 
Dougall church tonight, the meet- 
ing commencing at 8 o'clock 
sharp. Her subject will be ‘How 
to Win the War.” ’ 


“We are fighting to preserve the 
great inheritance given to us by our 
forefathers and foremothers, and we 
are fulfilling our responsibility to the 
future by endeavoring to hand On that 
splendid inheritance unimp: to all 
who come after us, to enjoy the fruit 
of what we are doing today.” 

The cheers which echoed and re- 
echoed through the McDougal! Metho- 
dist church last night as Mrs, Emme- 
Mne Pankhurst concluded her address 
on these stirring words demonstrated 
that the people of Edmonton are alive 
to the issues at stake in the great war 
and keenly alive to what their kins- 
folk across the seus in the Homeland 
are doing in the present crisis of the 
empire and in the history of the world. 
Mra, Pankhurst spoke more particul- 
arly of what the women are doing, and 
the story she told gave the hunreds 
that filled the church to overflowing a 
clearer insight of the efforts of the 
mothers, wives and sisters of those 
who are in the fighting line or pre- 
paring to go to the front, to supply the 
places in the national economy of 
those who have been called to the 
ranks in defence of the countty, She 
mentioned that in addition to the 
thousands of women who are engaged 
in the munition factories and in vari- 
ous other occupations ranging from 
bank clerks to railway porters, and 
tramcar conductors, an army of wo- 
men 400,000 strong was being recruit- 
ed by the government itself to work 
in the flelds. ‘“‘W are going to save this 
year's harvest" said she, “and keep the 
nation, and in that way support those 
splendid heroes who are hting our 
battle ut the front.” 

Audience Was Big Onc. 

The great audience was a fine tribute 
to what Mrs, Pankhurst has done for 
the cause of women, and what she has 
been doing since the war broks out in 
arousing the people of Great Brft 
to a sense of the dangers ahead; 
crowded as the church was, #0 clear 
and distinct was her utterance, so fine 
her intonation and so finished her 
style, that even those in the most re- 
mote part of the building had not the 
least difficulty in hearing her. 

Mrs. Pankhurst began by compli- 
menting the men and women of Al- 
berta on having brought so rapidly the 
quostion of the status of women.in the 
community to a successful conclusion. 
It seemed strange to her that their 
story should be so short because their 
story in Great Britain had been so 
long, and she added that the women 
there had tried to exhaustion every 
other means of winning political free- 
dom before they had entered on the 
campaign that was in progress when 
the war started and had driven her to 
seck France as a place of refuge. There 
in the summer of 1914 she saw France 
transformed from a nation of peace 
into a nation at war, “You know,” she 
continued, “what people have been ac- 
customed to say about the French; 
that they were an emotional people; 
@ people who were unstable; easily 
aroused and not to be relied upon or 
trusted, In fact they said about the 
people of France very much wihiat was 
said about women. But the mobilisa- 
tion of France disproved entirely all 
those things that were said about the 
French people. It showed how much 
misunderstood and misrepresented 
they were, and, perhaps, a good deal 
of misrepresentation was calculated 
and done by the people who evar since 
the conquest of the French in 1870 
had been preparing to conquer them 


again.” 
Big Issuc of the War. 

Proceeding to tell what she and her 
associates had done after the declara- 
tion of war by Great Britain, Mrs. 
Pankhurst petnted out that the war 
was not merely a question of the in- 
tegrity of the ompire or the _ nation, 
“That, of course," said she, ‘was a 
vital matter; but we women feel there 
lg something more at stake even than 
national independence, There are 
things spiritual and unseen in danger

in this war, and T believe it is that that 
makes us women feel most, makes us 
feel more enthusiastic, if possible, and 
more determined to make every sacri- 
fice in order to win in no inconclusive 
way. We believe that the ideals of 
civilization are being fought for in this 
terrible conflict. We believe that auto- 
cracy is making its last stand, We 
believe that feudalism is trying again 
to lift its head in the world und that 
democracy is in danger. That it is 
not only democratic institutions, but 
democratic rights for women, and all 
that that involves that is at stake; 
that is all women hold dear, If force 
is going to be the ruling thing in the 
world; if the weakest must go to the 
wall, and the strong to rule the weak 
because of their strength, then it is 
farewell to all the ideals of women 
and it would be better for us to leave 
this world. It would be no world for 
women if that idea of civilization pro- 
vailed.” 

An an {illustration of the enthusiasm 
of the women of Great Britain to take 
their places in the industrial life of 
the country, sho stated that following

Prisoners Are Cap-

NOW REACH 115,700 


Russians Victorious Advance 
Continues Without a 
Break 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) | 
PETROGRAD, June 13, via 
London—The war office announce- 
ment of today says the retreat of 
the Austro-Hungarians and Ger- 
man troops along the Galician and 
Volhynian fronts is proceeding so 
rapidiy that only a small number 
of prisoners has been captured, in 
addition to those preety re- 
ported. The total is given as 
about 115,700, as compared with 
approximately 114,700 announced 
yesterday, 


The statement says: 

‘On account of the fact that in 
many places the Austro-Hungarian 
and Austro-German troops withdrew 
rapidly before the blows of our south~ 
ern army, the number of prisoners 
have increased only very little. ‘The 
total now amounts to about 1,700 of- 
ficers und 114,000 men. The enemy 
left enormous quantities of military

“Northwest of iRojitche, after dis- 
lodging the Germans, we approached 
the river Stokhod. Weat of Lutsk we 
occupied Torchin and continued to 
press the enemy back. On the Stripa 
front, north of the village of Bobulint- 
ze, an obstinate etruggle continues, 
We have taken the village of Zarvan- 
itza after a desperate defence. In 
many sectors we discovered defences 
hastily constructed with the object of 
strengthening previously prepared po- 
sitions. 

“On the Dniester sector and fur- 
ther south, our troops, having crossed 
the river after fighting, captured 
many fortified points and also the 
town of Zaleszesski (northwest of 
Czernowits), and continue to advance. 
The village of Horodenka, northwest 
of Zaleszczski, is also in our hands. 

“On the Pruth sector, between 
Doyan and Niehekolouts, our troops 
approached the left bank of the river. 
Near the bridgehead of Czernowitz, 
hot fighting continues, Im the evacu- 
ated territory the enemy left an enor- 
mous quantity of military booty. 

“On the Dubno-Kozin railroad he 
abandoned a network of telephone 
wires, a great quantity of cartridges, 
bomb throwers Bnd automobiles, a 
narrow gauge railway with ai great 
quantity of cars and a storehouse full 
of provisions. Near the village of 
Malymiltusa he deft intact a monu- 
ment commemorative of Austrian vic- 
tories, in the shape of a high column 
surmounted by an Austrian eagle. At 
the village of Sadagora, north of 
Czelnowitz, we seized a great store 
house of engineering material and an 
overhead railway.”

Dandelion Wine,

Candelion wine; do you use flowers and 
roots. Also beet root and parsnip 
wines? Local Resident. 

Dandelion wine—Take flowers, stems 
and roots, place in 2 quarts of boiling 
water; steep well and strain. When 
lukewarm add 1 Ib, sugar; 1 oz. ginger, 
1 oz. cream of tartar, 1 lemon, a@ little 
yeast, Let stand to ferment. 

Other wines—Take any kind of 
roots, Use water enough to cover and 
equeeze and let stand four days, Strain 
and add 1 Ib, sugar to one quart of 
juice. 

Another recipe for making dande- 
lion wine is as follows (no stems are 
used) 4 quarts of the flowers, cover 
with 1 gallon of water, bring to boil 
and boil three minutes, Strain through 
double thickness of cheese cloth and 
when lukewarm add six sliced lemons, 
three oranges, scant teaspoonful cin- 
ramon, four pounds white sugar, plav- 
ing on top of the whole half a yeast 
cake, Let stand in a crock ten days, 
stain two or three times then bottle 
air tight with a couple ef raisins in 
each bottle, This wine is at its best 
when six months old,

ALLIES’ BLOCKADE 
BRINGS GRECIAN 
RULER TO TERMS 


King Constantine Orders Com- 
plete Demobilization of 


Army 


Athens, June 12, via London June 13 
—King Constantine devided today to 
order the compicte. demobilization of 
the Greek army. 


The demobilization of the Greek 
army follows the blockade of the ports 
of Greece by the allles and the placing 
of an ernbargo on Greex ships in Bri- 
tish and French ports. The steps 
were taken as a result of the occupa- 
tion of Greek fortresses in Macedonia 
by Bulgaria at the end of May. ‘The 
allies were aroused by negotiations 
which were opéned with Bulgaria and 
Germany by Premier Skouloudis, and 
on June 9 the Britisn government an- 
nounced that steps would be taken to 
prevent Greece from providing the 
Central Powers with supplies. The 
blockade was the result, and on June 
10 King Constantine order the twelve 
senior classes of the army to be de- 
mobilized, 

Question of Blockade. 

Athens, via London, June 13,— 
There is a divergence of opinion here 
over the holding up by the entente 
governments of the presentation to 
Greece of their conditions on which the 
blockade will be raised. They probab- 
ly will be presented. It is believed 
that the conditions will call for de- 
mobilization of the Greek army and a 
change in the chief of police, thus 
drawing the teeth of the present goy- 
ernment. 

The offices of the newspapers which 
have supported Former Premier Veni- 
Zelos were made the objects of a hos- 
tile demonstration today. The de- 
monstrators were composed mainly of 
those who had been spectators earlier 
at a horse show in the stadium, which 
was attended by King Constantine and 
the royal family.

Don't Seek Conscription Like 
Anglicans But Will Uurge Na- 
tional Recruiting System 


Toronto, June 13.—The Toronto 
Methodist conference yesterday after- 
noon passed a resolution calling upon 
the Dominion government to establish 
national registration for military pur- 
poses and assume full responsibility 
for recruiting. 

The resolution, after pointing out 
that the present methods are ineffi- 
cient, continues; 

“We would respectfully request the 
federal government to assume the full 
responsibility for recruiting by the es- 
tablishment of recruiting centres 
throughout the dominion and for the 
ascertaining of the number of men 
of military age, thereby giving to us 
a system of registration which will 
cnable us to aseertain and conserve 
the men required for the business life 
of the dominion and show the num- 
ber available for military purposes, 
believing as we do that when full and 
accurate satisfaction is thus obtained, 
the men of Canada will respond to 
the full possibilities of our manhood 
resources.”
